As claimed, the spring and compression means is the improvement upon previos compression 
plate assemblies, however, at least in claim 1, the spring means is functionally recited as "continuously urging" and thus the spring as 
taught by the prior art is capable of performing said actions. Additionally applicant is reminded that a recitation with respect to the manner 
in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying 
the claimed structural limitations.
